The Mission style GlobeSWérnicke Bookcase seems particularly adapted to the home library. 
It is the crystalization of the Mission idea in sectional construction. 


While a distinctive type, it is by no means obtrusive, because of the simplicity of its design as manifested 


by the straight outlines, square edges and true symmetrical proportions. 
The finish in itself is subdued in tone and color, being Dull Finish Quartered Oak or Dull Mahogany. 
This in itself adds to that atmosphere of quiet retirement which the book lover usually seeks. 


The doors of the Bookcase sections are fitted with either Leaded Glass set in square frames; Plain Glass 


or Bevel Plate. 


Frequently two different styles of Glass Doors can be used to advantage in the same combination, the 
top book sections, for example, having Leaded Glass Doors, and the lower sections Plain, or Bevel Plate 


Glass Doors. 


The metal trimmings are solid brass, being dull black on the Quartered Oak units, and brush finish on 


the Dull Finish Mahogany. 


The Top and Drawer Base units are designed to carry out the idea of simple outlines, being entirely 


free from any moulded or ornamental details. 


The Mission pattern includes three sizes of Book units with receding doors; a Double height Sliding 
Glass Door Unit with adjustable shelves; Top Unit; three styles of Base units including Drawer Base, Leg 


Base, Leg Base with Drawer; Locker; and Desk Units.

ing costly volumes encased in handsome exteriors. 


The most exquisite effects in the grain of the wood are here shown in all their natural beauty, 


heightened by the skill of the finisher. 


The Ideal style, while distinctly different from anything else in sectional construction, is so refined in its 
lines and handling as to make it harmonize agreeably with other furniture and woodwork, although it is 


particularly desirable in the genuine mahogany. 


Naturally, special care is taken in the finish of the Ideal cases and only selected material goes into their 


construction. 


Ideal style Bookcases will be furnished on/y in Quartered Oak and Real Mahogany grades, and only in 


the sizes tabulated on page 54. 


The doors of the Ideal Bookcase are fitted with heavy French beveled plate glass, so effective in en- 
hancing the binding of beautiful and rare books. A pleasing outline effect may also be gained by the use 
of double leaded glass doors, as shown in the above illustration. Piain Glass Doors are not furnished on 


the Ideal Pattern.

STANDARD STYLE COMBINATION UNITS 


In the arrangement of a library, the different sizes of 
books sometimes require units of different depths. 

This is accomplished by placing units of Jesser depths 
on those of deeper ones. For example, a D-12%4% Unit, 
which is 934 inches deep inside, on an E-13% Unit, which 
is 12 inches deep inside—see illustration. 

The deeper unit is then designated as a Combination Unit. 

This Combination Unit has a finished ledge to fill the 


gap which would otherwise be caused by the difference in 


the depth between the two units. 
With the exception of C-9%, C-11 and D-8% Book 
Units, al/ Standard style Book Units are made with and without this finished ledge. 
Any unit of a lesser depth than a Combination Unit can be used on it.

It is the only one that has proven practical to hold the end-to-end 
units together and prevent unsightly apertures between sections. 

These metal strips also prevent any tendency to warp or shrink,

To avoid confusion between the terms “ Antique’’ and ‘‘ Golden” grade of Oak, we explain that 
Antique is the light color, and Golden is the dark. 

The interiors of all units are neatly finished to contrast agreeably with exteriors. They are made of 
the best cross-laid, three-ply, built-up-stock from our own veneer mills.
